The Contempt Case. 
| Saree Seamer, 

Judge Bell of the superior court at 
Salem has handed down .a finding in 
the Groveland “contempt” cases, grow- 
ing out of the schoolhouse fight in that 
town, He says> 

“By the injunction issued in this case 
Charles S. Goodwin and Edward H. 
Parker and all servants, agents, attor- 
neys and counsellors acting for or in 
behalf of you or either of you,, Were 
forbidden to call to order or to take 
part in a meeting of the voters. of the 
town of.Groveland called for Dec. 27, 
1901. 4 
; "The town, in its application. to the 
| court, asked for a more extensive in- 
| junction. This injunction was issued 
| Dec. 26, and served on the next day. 
| Application was at once made to the 
| court for a dissolution of the injunc- 
| tion. At the hearing on this application 
| the question whether the citizens in 
| general were forbidden by the injunc- 
f 
| 
| 


‘tion from calling a meeting to order or 
_acting in it was discussed. The court 
“then stated that the injunction did not 
have that effect, but only applied to the 
persons named in it, and those acting 
for them or under them, 

| “he persons now before the court 
| are of two cClasses—the persons who 
were named in the injunction, but who 
were not present at the meeting, and 
who {n person did no act enjoined, and 
the persons who were not named in the 
injunction, but who were present and 
acting in the meeting. . The first ques- 
tion is whether ‘any relation or princi- 
pal and the agent or servant on the 
part of the latter appears, I find no 
evidence of the existence of such rela- 
tions. On the contrary, what was 
done was not to carry out any purpose 
or wish of the first class, but to execute 
plans and desires of the other class ex- | 
isting independently of the first class, 
and long before any communication be- 
tween the two. What they did had no 
reference tO or concern with the justice 
calling the meeting, except as it took 
advantage of his act in issuing the 
warrant, which had been done before 
the injunction was granted. = 

“T further find that there was no in- | 
tentional disobedience of or disrespect 
toward the court. It follows that Pat- 
rick F. Burke and James P. Malloy 
should be adjudged not guilty of con- 
tempt. —_ — 

“The case of-Charles S. Goodwin in- 
volves one further element. Proper re- 
spect toward the court requires that its 
orders should be obeyed without eva- 
sion and according to their spirit. A 
mere literal conformity isnot enough. 
The only ‘doubtful point in “Mr. Good- 
‘win’s conduct, as it appears to me, is 
the communication which he had by 
telephone. w. -the other party just be-" 
fore the meeting was held. in which he 
advised them as to the legality of their 
proposed acts. If this is rairly to be in- 
terpreted as intended to encourage 
them to go forward with the meetings, 
it might well be an act of contempt. 
But almost exactly, the same state- 
ment-as to what citizens of the town 
might do had been made to Mr. Good- 
win by the court at the hearing on the 
dissolution of the ipjunction. It would 
be unjust_to.impute-to-him-as“a*crirmeé 
the repetition of that statement.

under an ideal state of things. It is an 
axiom, however, that Massachusetts 
Will never place herself in the position 
of some states as a bidder for corpor- 
ate enterprises, not by breadening but 
by loosening her laws, with no consid- 
eration. whatever save to receive the 
greatest possible amount of revenue 
from any and all organizations of cap- 
ital which might desire to take advan- 
tage. of any such letting..down-of-the 
proper bars-—which are prohibitory to 
fraudulent and wild-cat schemes. 

Proper and restrictive laws in the 
matter of the limitation of capital 
stock were, when enacted, a-wise piece 
of legislation. It is, however, now a 
question well worth consideration wheth 
er or not_those.laws,-wise-in-their day, 
have not been outstripped to the great 
march of business progress, and that 
what were then considered enormous 
projects and.provided--forby~the law 
are not now thé most ordinary under- 
takings, and whether or not, to keep 
pace with the increase in business pro- 
gress, these limtations should not be 
enlarged to meet the demands of the 
present day. 


It is believed that the policy of Mas- 
sachusetts as to stock watering in any 
form is fixed, and that any attempt to 
change this absolute prohibition will be 
and should be frownei upon. 

These are in brief a few of the con- 
siderations which have been the cause 
of the query under discussion, a query 
which has assumed large proportions in 
the minds of business men today. They 
are the considerations which have in- 
duced large numbers of combinations of 
capital in recent years to migrate, so 
to speak, to a foreign shore, when 
they should have remained under the 
fostering laws of the home state where 
their every interest lies, and also which 
have led to other combinations right 
in our own state, the character of 
which, to say the least, is entirely for- 
eign to Massachusetts policy. Massa- 
chusetts is today confronted with con- 
ditions and not theories. The tendency 
of everything is toward combinations, 
and thosé which are legitimate and not 
hostile to our interests as a people we 
should foster, and preserve in the high- 
est interest of the body of our citizens. 

It is not lost sight of that many 
schemes for incorporation go else- 
where for purposes which are fraudu- 
lent, and organized solely for wild-cat 
projects, with no solid foundation on 
be countenanced by Massachusetts laws 
and for this reason they go where rev- 


which to do business, These will never 


enue is made the highest consideration 
and ‘the public safety not at all, It is 
only those which leave our state, and it 
is believed there are many such, be- 
cause elsewhere they find an opportunity 
for organizing for legitimate and sub- 
stantial purposes under. laws. more lib- 
eral and more adapted for their pur- 
pose, that Massachusetts needs to con- 
sider. The bars will never be let down 
for the other class. 


In conclusion, it is safe to say again 
that the principle of Massachusetts cor- 
poration laws is not wrong; the only 
question is as to the practical applica- 
tion of that principle as contained in 
the law, and this question will repay 
the most careful consideration and 
study. If it is concluded that the law 
should be made more liberal on any 
lines consistent with public safety ‘and 
the advantage of business enterprise, 
and perhaps even if it is not so con- 
cluded, then the query must arise as to 
whether our laws should not be so 
framed as to allow nothing to be done 
in (Massachusetts by corporations 
formed elsewhere, which we deny to 
those formed under our own state laws, 
subject only to our constitutional limi- 
tations. 

Necessarily; in the great volume of 
matters which the legislature has to 
deal with, it is impossible to deliberate 
successfully and wisely on so great a 
subject as this in its entirety, invoiv- 
ing, as it does, the most intricate and 
perplexing considerations, and the re- 
sult ts that the law is made up largely 
by the addition of a salutary measure 
Frere and there enacted by different and 
entirély independent legislatures. If 
changes wise and proper in the body 
and scheme of the law as a whole are 
necessary it must be done by a body 
of men considering that subject alone 
and away from tthe great miscella- 
neous and varied mass which the leg- 
islature of Massachusetts: is compelled 
to annually consider. 

It is safe to lay down as a truism 
that to the consideration of this sub- 
ject, involving such large and varied 
interests and close to the welfare of 
the people of Massachusetts, will be 
brought by all our citizens the same 
wise conservatism which has always 
been the characteristic, widely recog- 
nized, of the whole body of Massachu- 
setts law. . 4

teresting illustrated lecture on’the labor 
question, which was delivered in city 
hall by Dr. William H. Tolman secre- 
tary of the League for Social Service, 
of New York, and director of its muse- 
ums of social economy. The lecture

lecturer is a very interesting talker and 
his lecture was one of rare merit. 

Dr. Tolman deseribed, by means of 
lantern photographs, the various forms 
of industrial betterment on the part of 
American employers to improve the 
‘condition of their employes. Among 
the photographs shown, were those of 
the Briarcliffs Manor Farms, of New 
York; the Ferris Bros., of Newark; 
the Ludlow Manufacturing Company 
and the Draper Company, of Massachu- 
setts; the National Cash Register 
Company,.of Dayton, 0.; J. H. Wil- 
liams & Co,, of Brooklyn; the H. J. 
Heinz Company, of Pittsburg; and the 
Westinghouse Air Brake Company, of 
the same. city... ——  ianaaa a naDE 

The. last named company: was one of 
the first to install -a social engineer, 
that is, a man who is giving his entire 
time and thought to the initiation and 
continuance of various plans. for the 
improvement of the conditions. Social 
engineering {s, therefore, among,,. the 
newest professions, and. a demand is 
already arising for the social engineer. 

By way.of comparison, a detailed de- 
scription of Port Sunlight, the indus- 
trial village of the Lever Bros., of Eng- 
land, for their 2,300 employes was given, 
Mr. Lever. was the originator of the 
phrase “prosperity sharing,’ that is, 
bringing. a share of the profits to. the 
entire family;--so—that ~ €ach member 
shares in the advantages of the baths, 
schools; educational clagses,. restau- 
rants, and lunch rooms. The Cad- 
burys, of Birmingham, are also pros- 
perity sharers. Among other features, 
they employ a man to buy each day the 
choicest fruit, which is sold to their 
employes at cost. : - 

The industrial philosophy -of these 
captains of industry was ably .summar, 
ized by the late Richard Cadbury, who 
said: “We find that nothing pays us 
better than looking after the comfort 
and welfare of our employes, and cer- 
tainly nothing gives so much zest to life 
as to’see them happy and contented,” 

Some time ago, Dr. Tolman lectured 
before .the Johns ‘Hopkins © University 
and after his fine lecture, Cardinal Gib- 
bons expressed. a keen desire to hear 
him, In response to the wish of the 
cardinal, Dr. Tolman went to Balti- 
more and delivered it at the Cathedral 
rectory. The following very compli- 
mentary letter which was afterwards 
received by -Dr.-Telman will tell of 
Cardinal Gibbons’ opinion of the lect- 
ufe:

July 1828, and had been a citizen of the | 
town ever since, He learned the shoe- 
maker's trade in his father’s shop; os 
continued to manufacture shoes until | 
advancing age made it necessary for 
him to retire from active life. _He lived 
for many years near Prospect 
hill, ‘carrying on quite a-farm in 


a,.shop.of-his-own,~ In 1830 he married 
Eliza Dodge of Andover, who died 
many years ago.

Lagaratto Near Audover Square— 
Murderer Apprehended and 
. ‘Confesses. 


The old town was startled to learn on 
awakening from its slumbers on Sunday 
morning last that an unknown man, an 
Italian, bad been found dead in the 
street only a few steps from the Square. 
The body was removed to Messer’s un- 
dertaking rooms where a cursory exami- 
nation revealed no evidences of — foul 
play and Medical Examiner Dow of Law- 
rence, was so notified. In consequence 
of this his examination was not made 
until 1 o’clock Sunday, when evidences 
of foul play wére at once discovered. 

The dead man was easily identified as 
Pasquale Barbuto; an Italian laborer 
who has been employed on the street 
railway line being construeted throagh 
Andover and North Andover between 
Lawrence and Salem by L. N. Farnum 
for the Boston & Northern’ company. 
The identification was first made by 
George Ewing, superintendent. of con- 
struction on the hew road, who recog- 
nized him as one of bis men but only 
knew him by his number, 152. Later, 
however, an Italian was found who 
proved to be the cousin of the dead man, 


and who identified him as Pasquale Bar-_ 


-buto:~ 

Dr. Dow's investigation al the autopsy 
brought to light the fact that the man 
had been shot through the abdomen, ap- 
parently by a revolver of a small calibre, 
that he had probably fallen nearly in the 
place where he was shot and had bled to 
death internally. An autopsy on Mon- 
day by Dr. Dow, assisted by Dr. Reed of 
Lawrence, showed that the bullet, evi- 
dently a 32 calibre, had entered the left 
side of the abdomen, passed through 
both walls of the stomach, grazed the 
spleen and-kidneys and imbedded itself 
in the backbone at the small of the back. 
The locality in which the body was 
found was on the side walk on the east- 
erly side of Elm street between the Mus- 
grove. block and the house row vacant 
but’ recently occupied by Mrs. Robert 
Hill; Omar P. Chase was the one mak- 
ing the discovery while on the way down 
town shortly after 4 o’clock to care for 
the Sunday morning papers. At first he 
thought that the man was intoxicated 
and spoke to him but received no answer. 
Further investigation showed that the 
‘man was dead altho’ the body was still 
warm, 


who took charge of the body. - Natural 
causes Were then thought to have been | 
the means of his death, notwithstanding | 
the fact that a razor was found near the | 
body, as no signs of a struggle were 
visible. ‘Three more razors were found 
in-Barbuto’s pockets. 

When it was learned that the man met 
his death probably between the hours of 
1 and 2 o'clock, several people remem- 
bered to have heard a shot at about that 
time. Among them were Mrs. B, B. 
‘Tuttle and Edward M. Allen, They are 
not quite positive as to the.exact time, 
while John Clinton, watchman at Abbot 
academy, heard a shot at 2.12, -which 
may or may not have been the one that 
killed Barbuto. 

The victim was a man about 43 years 
of age, strongly built, rather good look- 
ing, and oné who the other Italians said 
bore a good reputation and with whom 
he was quite popular. Letters on his 
person showed -that he had_been in this 


‘country about ten years, was married 


and-had-a-wife and two children, besides 


a “tanthas and brother living in Italy, 


' The letter Was mostly of a_private-nature 


but evidently Barbuto had written to 


his. wife, asking her-to come to Atherica 


which she seemed unwilling todo. At 
the time of - his death he had $45 in bills 
and considerable change in his pockets, 
so that it was very evident the motive 
was hot robbery. He also had a pint 
bottle of whiskey in his pocket in the 
original package and Undertaker Messer 
could not detect the smell of liquor to in- 
dicate thatthe man had been drinking. 
At the autopsy, however, Dr. Dow and 
Dr. Reed both noticed: the odor of alcho- 
hol very strongly.

Chief Fryé was: notified of the capture 
and he arranged with Judge Poor fora 
preliminary hearingon Wednesday morn- 
ing iu Andover. Officers Hammond, 
Rhodes and Garbarino took the prisoner 
to Lawrence where he was lodged in the 
Lawrence jail for the night. In the 
morning the suspect had a conversation 
with Officer Joseph. Bacigalupo-of Law- 
rence, and during the conversation he 
owned up to being Lagaratto and ac- 
knowledged -having shot ~Barbuto.

Bar- 
buto called him an unspeakable name 
and struck at him, whereupon he, Lag- 
aratto, drew his revolver and shot his as- 
sailant,.

“past twelve o’clock becatise he was at 


the shanty at one. It is hardly likely 
that this is so, however, as those who 
heard the revolver shots agree that the 
time was nearer two. After the shoot- 
ing he coutinued to the shanty, accord- 
to his story, and later in the morning 
made for Boston. ; : 

The preliminary ‘hearing was held be- 
fore Judge Poor in the police court 
Wednesday. morning at 8.30 o'clock.

He replied 
through the interpreter that he did not 
know. ‘The judge ordered a plea of “aot 
guilty” to be entered. 

Officer Bacigalupo testified that he 
went to thecell room about 5.30 Wednes- 
day morning and that the prisoner told 
him’ that his.name was Lagaratto and ex- 
plained how he quarrelled with Barbuto 
and what followed. ‘The prisinor- had no 
questions to ask witness but. -wanted. 
some witnesses fron: the. boarding house, 
beheving apparently that-he was on trial. 

Judge Poor asked State Officer Ham- 
mond if he had the revolver which was 
taken from Lagaratto and he replied that 
he had it and that one Of the six car- 
tridges had been used. No further evi-

The hearing on petition for a charter 
for the farmer’s and Suburban Jobbing 
Company, which proposes to carry 
freight and passengers on” the high- 
ways between this city and Lawrence, 
by automobile, came up before the.com- 
mittee on mercantile affairs. 

William Odlin of Andover appeared in” 
favor of the petition and said that the 
proposed line will start from Atlantic 
avenue, Boston and go through the 
principal streets to Lawrence. This 
same petition was given leave to with- 
draw by last year’s legislature, but 
since the plan has been put into better 
shape. 

The special committee on street rail- 
ways heard Representative McCartney 
in support of his proposition for refer- 
endum on the granting of street rail- 
way locations. He said that his bill 
to the governor’s recom- 
mendation but went further and gave 
the people upon the petition of ten per 
cent of the voters a chance to act. The 
bill was opposed by representatives of 
the Massachusetts Street Railway as- 
sociation and Senator C, S. Sullivan of 
this city. 

The railroad commissioners today 
sent to the legislature their report on 
the condition. of street railways in the 
state. It stated that in 1892 there were 
755 miles of street railways in the state, 
There are now 2,177 miles. In 1892 the 
number of passengers was 194,171,942. In 
1901, the number was 433,526,935. The 
gross assets of companies on Sept.. 30, 
1901, was $107,250,655. The liabilities 
were $103,598,042. 

The commissioners“say~ that as rail 
ways have become inter-trban in char- 
acter the need of greater uniformity 
in” respect to conditions and restric- 
tions attached to the grants of loca- 
tion is apparent. 

While the street railway service in 
many communities is excellent; in oth- 
ers the evils of over capitalization of 
the building of roads with no good rea- 
son for existence and the practice of 
paying dividends at the expense of 
proper maintenance, are today: in im- 
paired properties, lack of. proper car 
equipment, insufficient power plants 
and poor track and-roadbed.

There is no good reason why one hun- 
dred or one hundred thousand people for 
that matter, should not own & million 
dollar mortgage on a two million dollar 
sky scraper building in New York, as 
well as any of the hundreds of big cor- 
porations which now hold these securi- 
ties.

visions of the will. The terms of the 
trust must be substantially complied 
with, and the purpose of the will essen- 
tially carried out. Keeping ‘within 
these general-requiiements, the trustees 
would have a great deal of.latitude as to 
details. : 

By chapter 77,of the Acts of 1856, the 
town is relieved from the necessity of 
maintaining a high. school, -but-the-same 
act reserves to the town the right to es 
tablish one if it shall vote to do so. 

The town cannot appropriate money 
to aid in supporting a school managed by 
the trustees, and the trustees have not 
the right to turn their income over to 
the town or its school committee to be 
expended fur the support of —a—school 
managed by the town authorities. 


A solution of the difficulty woulil be 


found if the town should establish.a 
high school, and the trustees continue to 
maintain a school, the branches to be 
taught being apportioned between the 
two schoo's so that they may together 
furpish all desirable instruction. ; 

Such a course is feasible, and justi- 
fiable, both from the standpoint of the 
town and that of the trustees. 

The fact that'a majority of the trus- 
tees are elected by the town makes it im- 
probable that there would be any difti- 
culty in carrying out such\an arrange 
ment. There is no reason why the same 
persons might not be elected trustees 


and members _of the:-school--connnittee~ 


why the same persons might not be 


teachers in. the two schools, or the two 


schools oceupy the same building. 

The same yerson could, and naturally 
and for mutual convenience would, be 
chosen head master by. the school com- 
mittee, and employed by the Punchard 
trustees as their head master.
